Nine o'clock Sunday morning found 
a largo crowd of people gathered at 
the depot awaiting with some impa­ 
tience the arrival of the train from 
Wilmington, which was to convey 
them on the excursion.

train is not always au exception. For 
the nonce the old reliable Mohongo 
was behind-hand, and in consequence 
of her delay, the train was held at 
Wilmington for an hour and a half in 
order to receive her passengers. At 
10J the welcome whistle was heard, 
and the tardy train swept up to the 
platform; a little later, and the con­ 
ductor piped his “ All aboard!” and 
we were off. Besides the baggage-car, 
there were three coaches and a plat- 
form-car, all comfortably filled. 
The 
platform-car had a covering of willow 
branches, which formed a close shade 
and gave a rustic, gala-day appear­ 
ance to the train. All along the way 
people came to the doors of their 
houses and looked agape upon our 
sweeping pageant.

Of course there are not quite so many 
buildings in its precincts as in New 
York, but with this exception Spadra 
is ahead. 
The valley

under cultivation, and

After spending three hours with 
Uncle Billy, the party again boarded 
the cars, and with a repetition of the 
invigorating ride, accompanied by 
music and a draught from the kegs, 
we were safely back in Los Angeles. 
The day wus pleasantly spent, and on 
behalf of the company we thauk Su­ 
perintendent Hewitt for furnishing 
the means of enjoyment.

C h ic a g o , June 1.—It is understood 
that allies of the Northwestern Rail­ 
road are about commencing suit in 
Chancery, in one of the Wisconsin 
Districts, probably 
in the United 
States Circuit Court 
before Judge 
Drummond, to enjoin and prevent all 
further proceedings 
against 
their 
railroad or any of its agents under the 
so called Potter Railroad Act of the 
last Wisconsin Legislature. Suit is 
brought by the Northwestern Com­ 
pany because they are an alien com­ 
pany and can sue in the United States 
Court—which the St. Paul company, 
being a State company, cannot do. 
Tlie injunction asked for will be for 
the purpose of restraining and prohib­ 
iting a great dealof litigation,and other 
alleged oppressive proceedings which 
are being 
inaugurated against the 
company.

ARIZONA. 


M ovem ent to Locate the Celebrated 
Oro R lauco Ml non—The Colorado 
S till R isin g. 
T ucson, May 29.— Captain J . W. 
Ilobkins, appointed by Governor Saf- 
ford, and an agent of the State of So­ 
nora, appointed by Governor Pesquei- 
ra, left l’ucson yesterday morning to 
make a survey and definitely locate 
the celebrated Oro Blanco Mines, so 
us to settle the question whether these 
mines are in Arizona or Sonora. 
Y u m a , May 29.—A strong, cool 
breeze sprang up from the northwest 
last night and has continued since, 
making the weather delightful. 
The Colorado river is still rising. A 
fine garden at the upper end of the 
town belonging, to Chinamen, is cov­ 
ered with three feet of water and to­ 
tally destroyed. 
This is the third 
time this year that this garden has 
been destroyed by flood. A rise of a 
few more inches In the river will send 
as large a volume of water through 
the town as there was during the Jan­ 
uary flood of the Gila. 
A report reached here yesterday that 
the bodies of two or three of the pros­ 
pectors lost in the Castle Dome Dis­ 
trict have been found, and tliut the 
trail of the third was being followed.

Reports of Treasurer and Auditor 
filed.

Placed on file, with instructions to 
the Auditor to draw warranta for the 
same. 
In the matter of the contract to cover 
the bridge over the San Gabriel River, 
it-was oidcred that the contract for 
same be and is hereby annulled, for 
the ren«on that said bridge has already 
a coven ng of two thicknesses of planks. 
The claim of Brodrick & Co. for sta­ 
tionery furnished to the Clerk was re­ 
jected on cause, and the further claim 
for stationery furnished to the Com­ 
missioner of Irrigation wa9 rejected, 
on the ground that there is no law au­ 
thorizing the same. 
In the matter of the claim of K. D. 
Wise, it was ordered that the portion 
of said cluim for attendance at the 
County Hospital be paid, if correct, 
and the balance of the claim rejected. 
In the matter of maintaining the 
San Francisquito Cañón road, it was 
ordered that Francisco Palmorez be 
added to the Road Committee, and 
that all matters therein be and the 
same are hereby referred to said Com­ 
mittee. 
Bill of D. Botiller for compensation 
of deputies for the year 1873, referred 
to the Finance Committee. 
In the matter of the petition of John 
Hunt and others, praying for estab­ 
lishing a School District, ordered that 
said petition be referred back to the 
Superintendent, that the parties in 
interest may be notified. 
The Compton road matter was de­ 
ferred until the afternoon session. 
Adjourned until 1:30 p. M. 
At that time the Board again met 
and examined w itnesses in relation to 
the Compton Road No. 2; after which 
it was ordered that the subject matter 
be referred to the Road Committee.
